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Due to the discovery of Chronic Wasting
Disease (CWD) in white-tailed deer,
the Michigan Department of Natural .
Resources (DNR) has created a CWD
Management Zone consisting of Clinton,
Ingham, and Shiawassee Counties.
Surveillance of hunter-harvested deer will .
take place in the Management Zone.

In addition, a Core CWD Area has
been established within the CWD .
Management Zone, which consists of

Lansing, Meridian, Williamstown, Delhi,
Alaiedon and Wheatfield townships .
in Ingham County; DeWitt and Bath
townships in Clinton County; and
Woodhull Township in Shiawassee County.
